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This is a decision on the correspondence filed on June 14, 2006, which is being treated as a 
constructive petition under 37 CFR 1.181, requesting that the Office withdraw the holding of 
abandonment of the above-identified application. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is GRANTED . 

This application was held abandoned for failure to respond in a timely manner to an Office letter 
purportedly mailed on September 12, 2005. The Office contended that this application became 
abandoned for failure to reply to the September 12, 2005 Office letter, as was explained in A 
Notice of Abandonment, mailed on May 22, 2006. 

Petitioner requests withdrawal of the holding of abandonment based on the assertion that no 
September 12, 2005 Office letter was received. The undersigned finds this argument completely 
convincing, as there is no September 12, 2005 Office letter present in the application file. 

A review of the application file reveals that a non-final Office action was mailed on June 29, 
2005, which set an extendable three month period for reply. On September 12, 2005, applicant 
filed drawings and an amendment (albeit informal). There is no record of a September 12, 2005 
Office letter. 



Applicant responded to the June 29, 2005 non-final Office action in a timely manner. There are 
no outstanding Office actions. Therefore, the constructive petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is 
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granted, the holding of abandonment is withdrawn, and the May 22, 2006 Notice of 
Abandonment is vacated. No petition fee has been or will be charged in connection with this 
matter. 

Accordingly, the application file will be forwarded to Technology Center A.U. 3769 for 
consideration of the drawings and amendment filed on September 12, 2005
